If there were any fears that President 
■ Elect Elscnhowcr-would-try-to-run the PcVi- 
' toson through the back door of the White 
House, they ended with the appointment of 
Charles E. Wilson of General Motors 
Bccrctary of defense. 

Wilson has proved hlmsell one of the most 
aggressive and successful bosses in America 
and it's obvious that he's not going to take 
yes-man's Job at this late date In his career. 

That's good, too. Because If ever a job need' 
ed a strong man It's the defense post. The 
flve-slded package of woe on the edge of 
town which he soon takes over Is a real dllly. 
Only the presidency Itself Is a bigger head- 
ache. 

A survey reveals that even the present Pen- 
tagon officials can't agree on what Wllson'j 
most prejsJnff and immediate tasks will be, 
they ore so numerous. Several say the big 
lob Is achieving more, working harmony 
among the big brass of the three services. 
They can trace such other problems as In- 
efficiency, waste, and poor planning back to 
the service friction. 
Fortunately for Wilson. Ike can give him ,a 
'-"geeaf dcarW help with this problem. Ike wllj 
have a chance to reshuffle the top commands 
of the services when he takes office. Ho has 
an Intimate knowledge of the capabilities and 
personalities of almost all the admirals and 
generals. And with his genius for picking 
harmonious teams, he should provide WllBorv 
with stronger support In this way than any 
previous defense secretary has enjoyed. 

High on everyone's list of pressing jobs for 
Wilson Is the Improvement of the Pentagon's 
purchasing and production program. That's 
probably one of the big reasoni why ate 
selected him for the Job. 

WE, TOO, CAN TAKE A BOW 
Flying thO' great oceans long ago became 
routine. But this hos not meant that there 
are no more worlds lor commercial aviation 
to conquer. The Introduction of jet airliners 
this year was one demonstration that tho 
frontier still Is advancing. 

Now wo have another sign: The trall-blaz- 
Inc illelJt-vlttually_acraiv_tho-top-or-tho. 
earth from California to Denmark by a Scan- 
dinavian airliner. 

The pioneer trip took the plane from Los 
Angeles to Edmonton,. Alberta, across the 
frozen wastes of northern Canada to a point 
near the magnetic Moith Pole, to a big air 
force base at Thule, Greenland, and thence 
to Copenhagen. The S,800-odd miles were cov- 
ered in 38 hours. Including about four hours 
on the ground at various bases. 

The idea of normal commercial operations 
over frozen lands that but a few years ago 
were familiar only to explorers Is truly 
astounding. That such a route should even be 
proposed Is a measure of the courage and 
vision that marks the men In aviation today. 

The Inducements for this bold venture are 
clear— a saving of 1,000 miles and some four 
hours' flying time, with all that means In 
fuel, personnel operations,- maintenance 
• problems, and ths like. 

But while we are doffing our hats to the 
Scandinavians who soon will begin regular 
scheduled flying over tfjis route, wc ought not 
to overlook the part wo Americans played in 
making It possible. The great mUltary base at 
Thule, built by us In collaboration with the 
Danes, Is an Indispensable element In this 
daring plan. And the planes which will Ily the 
Arctic airlines will be American DC-6B's. al- 
ready proven workhorses of domestic and 
overseas service. 



LABOR'S DUTIES 

A slinngc riulrk of late Indeed, that wllhln 
a lorinlght American labor-should have lost 
both Its cclebrnted leaders. William Green of 
the AFL and PhlUp Murray of the CIO. 

Murray niid Green were Identified with the 
labor movement In the phrwe of Its greatest 
growth, Its coming to power. They led the 
way in the. battles of organliatlon and recog- 
nition, especially Murray In the fight along- 
side John L. Lewis lo unionize the mas.^ pro- 
duction Industries like steel and automobile 
manufacture. 

Today those struggles are over. Labor's 
position In American society is reasonably 
secure. Union men themselves see their next 
objectives as holding and extending their 
gains. 

Men concerned with the public Interest, 
men anxious to strike a fair balance among 
. the various segments of our society: chart 
still another task tor labor. They believe the 
time ahead should be an era of developlnc 
maturity for the nation's unions, a period 
In which labor's lenders place as muth sItcss 
upon _thelr.. responsibilities as upon their 
desired advantages, upon their duties as upon 
their privileges. 

Let us hope that the new leaders of the 
CIO and AFL will have (he statesmanship io 
recbgnlBe the*changlng nature ol labor's prob- 
lem, and to direct their energies toward lead- 
ership of a kind that will/make their unions 
fuUy responsible elements of the American' 
economic community.

The choice which faced the Idaho State Planning 
Board at BoUe this week when It ut down to consider 
how tho atate't available building funds should be 
used can not have been an easy one. As the board 
stated on Wednesday, all of the projects sought by 
the atate'a public IniUlutlona were both worthy nnd 
dttlrabk; unlortunately. there are not enouEb funds 
In prospect to complete all of them. Nearly seven 
mUUon dollars In conttructlon was proposed by Uie 
heads of the state's Institutions and the board said 11 
not feasible for the I9i3 legislature to approve 
them aU. 

So It recommended these priorities: Plrat, lo pending 
constfucUon ol the state Induitrlat trntnli^s Mhool ni 
SL Anthony: second, to the Ooodlng Stal« TuberculoMi 
hospital, third, to the state penltenUary: fourth, to the 
state hospital north at Groflno; fifth, to the state 
hoipllal south at Slackfoot; and— at the iMttom ol 
tho list — lo con.itrucllon programs at Idaho Stale 
collcKC and the University of Idaho. 
Thus the board was faced with a" choice lietween ett- 
nnclng Uie opportunlUes ot educ.itlon In Idnho and 
providing better care lor the iiatc'a aick and un- 
forlunale. We believe the board made the right 
choice.

Teachers often are pucdei^ about 
the matter ot competlUon. Knowing 
by experience that most children 
are stimulated to do their best In 
competition with others, that the 
thrlll of wlmibra contest Is some- 
thing children and adulta enjoy.-the 
teachers think there must be good 
In It. IfowDVcr. as competition acemi 
luiB some children to become 
BBlflsh and callous, their teachers 
are apt to wonder 1( cooperation 
tlirounhoui teamwork— roup — 
'ould not be better. 
To mo it seems like asking which 
hand should wa use, right or 
when we need both hand*, 
hand helps the other. Competition U 
always In action, cooperation often. 
We need both and If Wo are clear* 
eyed In the matler we see that there 
are occasions tor competition and 
oecnslons lor cooperntlon, with cm- 
phntl] on the latter. 

Say, we decide that cocperath . 
shall be the Ideal. Wa divide the 
class In groups. Each group mutt 
have a leader. Do the children com- 
pete for that honor?
